IN CLIMAX OF REPRISALS BY 


SINN FEIN AT IRISH CAPITAL 


Dublin is Taken Over By British Troops Who Made 


Wholesale Raids On Sinn Fein Nests—Use of Poison 
Gas By Black and Tan Police is Planned—Terror 
Reigns 


(BULLETIN) 


LONDON, Nov. 22 — A plot to assassinate Premier Lloyd 


George in connection with the new wave of murder in Ireland 
has been discovered, the Irish office announced this afternoon. 
Irish office officials said that documentary evidence has been 
found and that the principals probably will be arrested very 
soon. 


Normal conditions have been restored at Dublin following 


the bloody outbreak of assassination and reprisals on Sunday,! 
Sir Ilamar Greenwood, chief secretary for Ireland, announced 
in the house of commons. 


Thirty three persons were killed at Dublin and elsewhere 


in Ireland over the week end, it was announced officially.

Nov. 22.—More than 30 
persons have been killed in Ireland 
in the bloodiest week end the country 
has ever known. Between. 70 and 100 
were wounded. 


Sir Hamar Greenwood, chief secre- 


tary for Ireland, held a long confer- 
ence with Premier Lloyd George as to 
the means of checking th« terrific 
growth of Irish violence. Following 
the wave of assassinations and repri- 
sal violence on Sunday, Dublin wa» ta- 
ken over by the British troops. The 
Dublin population spent a night of 
terror. Street fighting broke out be- 
tween 
Sinn Fein volunteer! and 


Black and Tan policemen and many 
were wounded on both sides. 


Several Sinn Felners were captured. 


Troops surrounded' Dublin while police 
in the city made numerous raids ar- 
resting large numbers of persons. 


Threats of assassinations have been 


made against officials of the Irish of- 
fice 
AH of the officials are armed. A 


triple guard of poUce surrounds tha 
Irish Offices. 


Slaughter at Dublin 


In addition to the attack on British 


officers and officials in Dublin on Sun- 
day morning when 14 were killed and 
the reprisals attack by the Black and 
Tan policemen at Croke Park Sunday 
afternoon when many civilians were1 
kiled and wounded. Dublin Castle to- 
day reported outbreaks in other parts 
of Ireland where several persons were 
shot to death. 


A detachment of Black and Tans 


was ainbushed near Cleat. One was 
killed and the others were seriously 
wounded. 


Constable Kearney was dangerously 


wounded at Newry. 
Subsequently 


Black and Tans raided the town. 


The telegraph wires became silent 


during the morning and at noon the 
Irish office announced that no further 
details had been received of Irish out- 
breaks. 


An earlier dispatch from Cork said 


that British soldiers and Black and 
Tans were making wholesale raids. 
Sinn Fein leaders at Cork claim 
to 


have information that tho British au- 
thorities plan to equip autos with poi- 
hon gas projectors for tbe protection 
of military lorries from ambuscade. 


"It is incumbent upon the govern- 


ment to crush tbe Irish murder cam- 
paign and martial law thruout Ireland 
seems the only sure remedy," said the 
Morning Post. 


Battle at Football Game 


The two main attacks on Sunday 


occurred at the Greshain hotel, where 
a number of army officers who have 
taken part in recent courts martial of 
Sinn Felners were living, and at 
Croke Park 
Sniping broke out 
at 


Croke Park during a football match 
' and Black and Tan police opened flre 
iupon the. murderers wherever they 
could be picked out. Finally the 
shooting became so promiscuous the 
Black and Tan opened fire on 
the 


crowd clearing the streets. 


Official dlopitches say the trouble 


at the park was precipitated by Sinn 
Felnern shooting from houses, 
the 


lookouts were said to have opened 
flre upon the British 
soldiers and 


Black and Tan 
policemen without 


warning.

A Story Of Sugar 


/COUNSEL for 250 wholesale grocers, operating in the Eastern 
\~s states, have petitioned the Department of justice to prose- 
cute certain sugar refinery companies which they charge with 
violating war-time price control legislation. They say the re- 
finers compelled them to sign contracts to buy sugar for fall de- 
livery at 22 
1-2 cents a pound, which has resulted in the consum- 


ing public's paying exorbitant prices for sugar for the past six 
months. 


This solicitude on the^part of the wholesale grocers for the 


consuming public is commendable. It is also belated. Some 
six months ago, to be exact, May 10, the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers' Association convened in St. Louis. During the conven- 
tion, which lasted four days, a good deal was said on the subject 
of sugar. At that time the grocers were particularly aggrieved 
at the Government's efforts to control prices. They wanted the 
Government to take its hands off of business. J. H. McLaurin 
of Jacksonville, Fla., president of the association, when re- 
elected to that office, made a speech in which he said : 


The demand that jobbers sfll sugar at a profit of one rent a 


pound over the refiners' quotation Is unjust in \few of the fact that 
refiners are quoting sugar at fram 14 to 18 cent's a pound and the' 
brokers who hare cornered the supply are helling It at from 27 to 28 
cents a pound. 
* 


Sugar is not reaching the consumers thru the proper channels 


of distribution. It does not come to the jobbers from the refineiies, 
but the jobbers must get it thru brokers, and it is billed from hard- 
ware stores, candy manufacturers and others in foreign lines of 
trade. 


That was the situation last May, six months ago, at the time 
when the refiners were compelling the wholesalers to sign the 
objectionable contracts, for relief from which the latter are now 
. appealing to the Government. But no criticism of the refiners 
was spoken in the St. Louis convention. 
Apparently it never 
occurred to the wholesale grocers to inquire how those 
"brokers" had cornered the sugar supply. If the wholesale cro- 
cers suspected collusion between the refiners and the so-caued 
"brokers," they refrained from divulging that suspicion. They 
Were so busy denouncing the Government, whose assistance 
they now ask, that they omitted censuring an extraordinary de- 
velopment in the sugar trade, which, seemingly, could not have 
been cpmpassed without the connivance of the refiners. 
But that was last May. Tha "orgy of extravagance" was 
then at its height. Prices were daily making new altitudes, 
Tvith sugar setting the pace. For a certainty the public paid ex- 
tortionate prices for sugar and the profits of that extortion were 
shared in by the refiners, the brokers and the wholesale gro- 
cers.

How Americans Die 


L 


AST year approximately one out of every seventy-seven 


Americans died. Or, as the Census Bureau puts it, 12.9 
persons out of every one thousand, or 1,096,436 of the 81 per 
cent, of the inhabitants of whom careful records are kept, died. 
Out of this number more than Ihree-fifths died of heart chs- 
easertuberculosis, pneumonia, influenza, nephritis, and Bright's 
disease, or cancer and other malignant tumors. Unless fashions 
in dying change greatly, those of us who are now alive stand 
about three chances to two of being passed on into eternity by 
one or another of these diseases, and the odds against our dying 
of a disease involving the respiratory tract are only seven to 
three. 
The random individual's fate is on the knees of the 


gods, but the fate of the average man can be prophesied with 
ease by the statisticians. In the individual case we wofk, we 
fight, we have ambitions, we hope to break out of the common 
crowd into well-being, into health, into a serene and prosperous 
old age, but the destroyer will catch most of us before we can 
get away. This is the law of averages, and the boldest of us 
cannot wholly escape that law. 


But the unseen judges and executioners who Enforce the 
rules of disease and death have to do not only with chance and 
with inherited physical and mental traits, but with the result of 
the individual choice. The death rate from certain diseases, 
such as tuberculosis, falls with the progress of knowledge and 
with better living conditions; that from cancer increases for rea- 
sons not yet certain, but probably connected with the nervous 
and physical tension of civilized life. Cancer is to modern city 


, populations what leprosy was to the people of the middle ages. 


Die we must and after no long time. But something as to 


the manner and moment of our dying is within our power. Most 
of us can keep clean, in mind and body. It is in our power to at- 
tain and presei've a degree of poise and self-control which in- 
creases our resistance to disease. Collectively it is possible for 
us to improve the social and industrial conditions that now breed 
disease. The verv fact that our death rate has dropped from I 
17.6 in 1900 to 12".9 in 1920 is evidence of that. If civilization | 
survives the death rate will probably drop still more, and more 
of us, surviving the accident-, of infection and contagion, \\ill 
wear out like the one-horse shay :uul die a really natural death

ter and ordered him to show them 
Captain Crawford's room.

"The chamber of deputies has 
voted in favor of woman suffrage, and 
I know of no reason why the senate 
failed to ratify that action.

Rising Tide of Costs and 


High Price of Newsprint 
Paper Has Spelled the 
End to Many Bright Little i 
Publications In Last Few Ii 
Years 


BOSTON, Nov. 22.—In an article on 


"Newspaper Mortality" 
the 
Boston , 


News Bureau in a-»current issue says>:,!i 


"The narrow margin of piofit which j 


exists in the newspaper business be- 
tveen publishing cost and 
selling 


price has been wiped out in a very 
large number o£ cases the steady up- 
ward march of contract 
prices 
for 


newsprint 
Many publications 
are 


now retailing en the streets for very 
nearly the cost of the blank paper on 
which they are printed. 


"Naturally 
this 
rising 
tide 
has 


caught and drowned many publishers 
who were not strong enough either 
to climb above it by raising their 
prices or to keep themselves afloat on 
the earnings of more profitable years 
In the past. 


"The magnitude of this flood tide 


and the number of its victims is indi- 
cated by the decline in registrations 
of second-class publications with the 
poit office department. 


Decrease from previous fiscal year: 


1919, 1158; 1.018, 1153; 1917, 91. 


"These of course, are net figures; 


that is. they do not measure tho num- 
ber of publications which went out of 
business without offsetting it with the 
new publications registering for the 
first time. 


"The full measure of discontinua- 


tion of established publications is con- 
tained in the figures of Messrs. Ayres 
& Son, of Philadelphia. 
Their com- 


pilations show the following suspen- 
sions, net listings and net losses for 
the three years.

"Only a few of the largest metro- 


politan dailies have their own print 
mills; only the largest publications— 
relatively few in number—contract di- 
rect with producing companies 
for 


their supplies at the published contract 
prices 


"The greater number of publications 


get their newsprint thni Jobbers and 
middlemen, and some of them do not 
even have contracts. These are the 
consumers whose need dilves them to 
pay the "spot"' prices for newsprint— 
sometimes as high as 12 and 15 cents 
a pound. A few years ago newsprint 
sold under three cents a pound. 


"The passing of the country news- 


paper -\vilj mean the loss of a unique 
American molder of public, opinion, as 
well as the loss of one of tho things 
which helps to keep the worker on 
the soil. 
When country newspapers 


go out of business, the exodus from 
tho l;um, it is feared, will reach even 
larger ptopoi lions." 


Dried Seed Corn Brings 
Bigger Yield Per Acre\ 


Farmers may expect at 
least 
4 


bushels more corn per acre from seed 
that Is carefully dried than that pick- 
ed from the crib In the spring;, accord-j 
ing to tests made at the Ohio Experl-' 
nient Station, Wooster.

amount to an increase of almost $100 a j 
year on. the average farm. 


Seed corn this year should receivo 


special attention. It Is pointed out, be- 
cause of the lateness of maturing and 
the beginning of early freezes. Corn 
containing considerable moisture has 
a low germination percentage If It -Is 
frozen during the winter.

That the gradual depletion of live- 


stock In Ohio Is due to the dwindling 
of pasture production Is pointed out 
by Director Thorny of the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station. * 


He states that we must begin a sys- 


tem of fertilization for pastures just 
the same as for corn, wheat or oats. 
This generally consists In applying 
limestone, phosphate and manure as 
a topdressing or to provide lor the 
fertilizing of pastures 
when 
other 


farm crops are grown. 


The township assessors' report from 


practically every county in Ohio show 
a steady decrease in the number of 
cattle kept. 
This means a lowering 


of the amount of manure produced on 
farms. 


It is believed that wheat production 


in Ohio has been seriously held up be- 
cause of the lack of farm manures. 
The acre production of wheat has in- 
creased very little during the past 50 
years; in fact, It has been maintained 
by shifting to the land best adapted 
for wheat and small use of commercial 
fertilizers. 


Even at this Ohio will be consuming 


I all the wheat it produces at the end of 
6 years If the population continues to 
Increase during that time. 


There has been increase of a million 


acres of the area in pasture in Ohio 
since the 'seventies in face of the de- 
crease equivalent to half a 
million 


cattle in the 
number of livestock, 


showing that the production of pas- 
tures has heavily diminished.

On the other hand 
the defeat of General Wrangel 
in 


South Russia nas renewed the anxi- 
etj' of possible incursions of Bolshevik 
forces into western Europe. 
As to 


this also further developments must 
be awaited before arriving at 
any 


conclusion. 
The suggestions of the 


situation, however, are clear and their 
reaction upon American affairs thru 
the medium of foreign exchange has 
been evident.

A Week of Liquidation 


The past few days have been 
a 


period of rapid and intense liquidation 
not only in the stock market but also 
in commodities. 
Large volumes 
of' 


goods which have been held back up 
to the very last minute are now being 
placed on tho market in order to rea- 
lise what they will bring. 
The re- 


sult has been a still further recession 
in prices of commodities with corre- 
sponding readjustments 
which 
are 


now at last beginning to reach the 
consumer thru reductions 
of retail 


prices. 
The marking off of losses 


on the books of large concerrfs as the 
outcome partly of such sales has re- 
sulted In converting paper losses into 
re*al shrinkage with the consequence 
that in not K few cases dividend re- 
ductions or suspensions 
are 
being 


talked of. 
Conditions of 
this 
sort 


have naturally had a depressing ef- 
fect upon securities with the result 
that not a few stocks that had pre- 
viously held their own have during 
the past week suffered severe decUne. 
Such declines do not in any way rep- 
resent a change In the condition or 
prospects of the concerns but merely 
a recognition on their books and in 
their financial policy of 
conditions 


whose existence ha 
i,een known for 


a Jong time past. It is not strange 
that in a market which has as little 
support from Investment buying 
or 


from bankers as the 'present one, de- 
clines of the kind referred to should 
be reflected In the prices of 
other 


stocks which are not necessarily sub- 
ject to tho same influences and which 
should not under 
ordinary 
circum- 


stances undergo such lowering of val- 
ues. 
The "trough" of the movement 


may not have been reached; on the 
other hand, the industrial depression 
will probably be continued for sev- 
eral months to come. 


Unfavorable Foreign Conditions.

American bankers have hesitated to 
extend the advances that 'were asked 
for until a careful survey could be 
made and this survey has led to a re- 
newal of the recommendation that 
the moratorium be extended.

while moratorla have had to be re- 
sorted to in various South American 
countries with resulting demoraliza- 
tion of exchange and foreign trade In 
respect to them. 
These conditions 


have been rendered more complex by 
extensive cancellations of goods 
in 


Cuba and elsewhere in South Amer- 
ica, the consequence being to take 
away 
from 
American 
enterprises 


sources of revenue which had been 
expected to oome In while 
leaving 


them at the same time with quanti- 
ties of unsold goods on their hands, 
much of which Is at foreign ports 
where they are a source of expense 
and' can be sold only at severe loss. 
The situation in Europe has if any- 
thing brightened somewhat but the 
fact that Europe has had to lmpo:t 
heavily of grain and cotton has ne- 
cessitated the financingtof such ship- 
ments xand has brought a large quan- 
tity of bills on the market. This had 
for a time the result of depressing 
exchange quotations atlll further be- 
low former lerels.

Dr. Max Schapp Holds Be- 


lief That Many Criminals 
Should Be In Hospitals, 
Not Prisons "* 


COLUMBUS, 
O., Nov. 22—That 


some criminals should not be placed 
in prison, but ought to receive med- 
ical and in some cases, surgical treat- 
ment is the claim made before the 
convention of the Prison Physicians' 
Association here by Dr. Max Schapp, 
head of the Post Graduate hospital 
and chairman of the medical board of 
the Children's Court, New York city. 


He said criminals of a certain class 


are only sick and can be "remade." 


Included in this class aro those who, 


because of abnormal emotional trends 
are forced to commit acts over which 
they have no intellectual control. 


The dual mind, consisting of an in- 


tellectual center and an emotional cen- 
ter, each of which, acting together, or 
separately, cause the "motivating cen- 
ter" to act, constitute the basis tor 
Dr. Schapp's theory. 


These "sick" criminals, he classi- 


fied as of the trauma14c, formative and 
functional typos. 


The traum'atic and formative types, 


he said, aro due to physical imperfec- 
tions beyond the human control. All 
persons whose brain cells do not re- 
act norm.-Uly to stimulation are In- 
cluded In the functional type. 


Dr. Schapp explained that this dis- 


turbance Is due to a secretion within 
the body which compels the Individual 
to perform abnormal acts thru his 
emotional brain, regardless of his in- 
telligence, showing such persons to 
be criminal thru a physical imperfec- 
tion which medicine can euro. 


"It is foolish to build Institutions 


for detaining defectives for long pe- 
riods us a punishment for a condition 
for which they arc not responsible 
and then discharge them without do- 
ing anything to remove tho cause of 
their trouWo," declared Dr. Schapp. 


"Every person handled In this man- 


ner is not only an expense to tho stato 
but ib made u potential menace.
